Swan Hills, some of the corduroying 
done this spring is afloat. An im- 
portant bridge just beyond the 
Athabasca has been nearly carried 
away by high water. The trai} will 
be good however in winter. Mr. Mc- 
Fee was nineteen days coming in 
from Peace River Crossing. Crops in 
Peace river were good this year. When 
Mr. McFee went out plowing was in 
progress at Peace river on May 17th, 
and when he was returning in the 
latter end of August the crop had 
been harvested. 


Mr. MeFee left here on April 11th. 
Reached Athabasca cressing on the 
17th, Lesser Slave lake on May 2nd, 
crossiag on the ice, and Peace river on 
. May 12th. His work consisted in 

cutting out a trail from Peace River 
Crossing to Pine river, about ten 
miles from Fort St John, a distance 
of about 180 miles. There was al- 
ready a pack trail for part of this 
distance, but Mr. McFee cut across 
the great bend of the pack trai! north 
of Dunvegan, thereby shortening the 
distanca considerably. The first 60 
miles of tke road trom Peace River 
Crossing te Island lake is chiefly over 
beaatiful prairie. The remainder of 
the distance is chiefly through timber, 
which is cut out 20 feet wide. Thirty 
bridges have been built, and the road 
is now geod all the way from Peace 
River Crossing to Pine river. By 
cutting through timber the distance 
across the Big muskeg, near Pine river, 
estimated: at five miles cn the pack 
trail, was.shorvened to thirty chains, 
less than 700 yards. This was brush- 
ed so that wagons carrying 30_hund- 
red could cross without difficulty. 


From Pine river Mr. McFee ex- 
amiued the pack trail 70 miles further 
to the head of Rocky Mountain port- 
age with a view to continuing the 
wagon road to that point. The trail 
lies close along the river through a 
most beautiful country with a splendid 
growth of vegetation, but is interrupt- 
ed so frequently by deep gullies 
putting into the river asto make the 
work of constructing a wagon road 
there very expensive. The portage 
itself, 12 miles, however, offers no 
serious obstacles to the making of 
a good wagon road across it. 

Mr. McFee gives further particulars 
as to the drowning of Hinkle, of Mat- 
toon, Illinois, in Half way river, on 
the trail from St. John to Hudson 
Hope. Hinkle and his partner J. R. 
Peters were coming down the river 
from Mount Selwyn at the junction 
of the Finlay and Parsnip rivers, 
where they had staked out quartz 
claims. They had reached the cross- 
ing of Half way river and camped. 
On August 2nd Peters went back to 
a stream called Red river to look for 
some of their horses which had strayed. 
While he was away Hinkie was to try 
the ford across the Half way on horse 
back. When Peters returned he 
found the fire burning at the camp, 
and a meal partly prepared. Not 
suspecting asy mishap he ate his 
dinner. Some time after he noticed 
one of the horses with a pack saddle 
on,and apparently having came out of 
the river. Hethen began to search 
for his partner, but without avail. 
When Mz. McFee reached the east 
side of the Half way on Aug. 3rd, 
Peters. was still camped on the west 
side. Mr. McFee and Mr. Cook, of 
Buffalo iake, crossed the river on 
horse back. It was swimming deep. 
Peters then told them what had hap- 
pened, They searched, and found 
where the horse had gone into the 
river, and also where he had come out 
on the same side furtherdown. He 
had gone in where tae river was 
narrow and therefore deep, and where 
there was a cut bank on the opposite 
side which the horse could not climb 
up. Mr. McFee went on to Hudson’s 
Hope to complete his examination of 
the trail, and returned to the Half 
way on the 6th. A Montreal party, 
who were coming down the river on a 
raft, also landed at the Half way on 
the same day. All hands searched 
again and found where the horse had 
come out of the water on the east 
side, and then returned to the west 
side, leaving no doubt as to Hinkle’s 
death. Peters then gave up the 
search and came down to St. John. 
But there he hired another man and 
went back again to search, but with- 
out avail, Peters then came down to 
Peace River Crossing, and Mr. McFee 
passed him there on his way home. 

While at St. John Mr. McFee met 
the Beaver Indians who trade at that 
post. They had just come in from 
the Nelson. They were quite friendly. 
The only reason they did not 
meet the treaty commissioners was 
that they were compeiled to go and 
hunt before the commissioners came. 

Three of the prospectors who win- 
tered at the Forks of the Nelson died. 
They were Tottingham, James Nolin, 
of Wyoming, anda Welshman whose 
name Mr. McFee did not learn. 

Aman named Richardson died and 
was buried at St. Jonn: 

Mr. McFee is delighted with the 
appearance and advantages of the 
Peace river country. There is a 
crand field for settlement there when 
the region become more accessible.

great manufacturing firm of Goldie & 
McCulloch, Galt, Ont. This is a 
sufficient guarantee of its excellence, 
The elevator in connection with the 
mill is 36x45, and 40 feet from floor 
to eaves. The interior of the elevator 
is divided into seven bins, three to a 
side, and one between, at the north end. 
The remaining central space is occw- 
pied on the first floor by the receiving 
hopper and weigher, and on the second 
floor by i No. 7 warehouse separator, 
or fanning mill, having a capacity of 
1,000 bushels an hour. All grain 
coming to the mill is delivered into 
the elevator, and carried at once to and 
passed through the separator and then 
dropped into the weighing hopper, 
which stands on the ground floor. 
From the weighing hopper it falls into 
the elevator hopper in the basement, 
from which it is carried up to the 
several bins. Each bin is 40 feet 
deep, and the capacity of the seven 
bins is over 30,000 bushels. 

On the other side of the gang way 
from the delivery door of the elevator 
is the office, 12x14, one story. 

The mill building stands close to 
the elevator on the river side. A 
passage way conrects the two buildings. 
The mill building is 36x40, frame, 
resting on stone foundation. The 
height irom sills to eaves is 40 feet. 
The basement walls are of stone, two 
feet thick and nine feet high, and the 
floor is of concrete. The ceilings of 
the first and second floors are each 
12 feet. That of the third floor 16 
feet. Above is a half attic. Both 
mill and elevator are sheeted with 
corrugated iron. 

Adjoining the mill at its east end and 
towards the river is the power house, 
30x36, one story with brick walls. 
The ‘power house is divided into a 
furnace room and an engine room. The 
furnace room is at the extreme east 
side, and occupies a lower level than 
the engine room which adjoins the mill. 
The engine and great fly wheel rest 
on solid stone blocks brought from 
Galt with the machinery, and these 
again rest on solid masonry. The 
boiler and engine are 100 horse power. 
Water is procured from a well 50 feet 
deep, which at present has plenty of 
water. 

The basement of the mill building 
is occupied by the main shaft, carried 
direct from the engine room, from 
which the rolls are operated directly 
and the rest of the machinery less 


| directly. There is besides a cockle 


machine in the basement. 

The first fioor is occupied by the 
six double sets of flour rolls, and a 
chopper having a cepacity of three tons 
an hour. The spouts deliver on this 
floor. There is a spout each for bran 
and shorts, ard four spouts for flour, 
two of which have a power packer 
attachment. To one of the rolls is 
attached a steamer for the purpcse - of 
softening the bran as the wheat it goes 
into the roll to be ground. 

On the first floor are three purifiers, 
size 2, a centrifugal reel, a scourer, a 
cleaner and a suction fan. 

On the third floor are three Wolf 


The mill and elevator with ma- 
chinery will cost about $25,000 com- 
plete, and is one of the most valuable 
aiditions that has yet been made 
to the business of the interests of the 
town. The siteis on the bank of the 
river, a few hundred yards above the 
northern end of the railway bridge. 
lt can therefore be easily reached by a 
switch from the track; is convenient 
to an inexhaustible water supply ; and 
is reached with equal ease by farmers 
teams from both sides of the river. 
The Milling Co. are to be congratulat- 
ed on their choice of a site and the 
excellence of their machinery, not less 
the town on the addition of such a 
valuable industry. 


The milling machinery has been put 
in by T. E. Johnson, millwright for 


Goldie & McCulloch, who also put |’ 


in the machinery of the Fort Sas- 
katchewan mill. The boiler and 
engines have been put in by W. A. 
Foley, superintendent of the engineer- 
ing department of Goldie & McCul- 
loch’s great works, who is making his 
first acquaintance with the West. 


The same firm also have the ccn- 
tract for placing the machinery in the 
new mill being erected in Leduc, the 
building of which is now completed.

GRAIN INSPECTION. 


The new grain inspection act passed 
at the last session of parliament, with a 
view particularly to protecting western 
grain interests, contains the following 
section : 

“Whenever there shall arise a dif- 
ference of opinion between any farm- 
er selling wheat and any wheat 
buyer as to the grading of such 
wheat, the farmer while taking the 
price offered for his wheat as of 
lower grade than that to which, in 
his opinion, it belongs, may insist on 
a sample being selected and agreed 
on between buyer and seller, which 
sample shall be parcelled and sealed 
and sent to the chief inspector at 
Winnipeg, and tke said chief in- 
spector shall grade the said wheat 
without delay and make a return of 
his grading to both partios, and if 
the said chief inspector finds the 
said wheat to be of a higher grade 
than that on which the price had 
been already paid, then the said 
buyer shall pay to the farmer afore- 
said the difference between the 
price which he had already been 
paid and that which should have 
bevn paid in the first instance, had 
the grade afterwards fixed by the 
chief inspector been agreed upon at 
the time of sale.”
